This was at the 
suggestion of William H. Toepke, the 
architect in charge of the construc¬ 
tion. It was decided, however, that 
the building could be built at a much 
lower figure a little later. 

The building of the hospital will, 
in all probability, be taken up again 
in about three months.

The birth rate of San Mateo county 
is too low, according to State Regis¬ 
trar L. E. Ross of the State Board of 
Health. This does not necessarily 
mean that too few babies are born 
within the county, but it does mean 
that many births are not registered as 
required by law. The present birtli 
rate for this county is 15.8 per cent, 
indicating that at least 150 births are 
not registered each year. The fault 
lies with the parents and with the 
attending physician, who do not file 
the required certificate with the local 
registrar. 

For every child born there should 
be filed with the local registrar of 
vital statistics, immediately after the 
birth, a standard certificate signed by 
the physician or person in attendance 
upon the birth. This is necessary for 
the future welfare of the child as well 
as the protection of parents, in mat¬ 
ters involving proof of age, legiti¬ 
macy, citizenship, right to enter 
school, to seek employment, to vote, 
to marry, to inherit property, and 
many other social and legal matters. 
The birth certificate is the child’s 
formal introduction to human society 
and without it he may suffer serious 
inconvenience and financial loss in the 
future. 

Every parent should see that the 
baby’s birth is registered. This is re¬ 
quired by law. The parents of every 
child must report to the local regis¬ 
trar of vital statistics, within ten days 
after the birth of a child, the fact tiiat 
a child has been born. If all parents 
will comply with this provision of the 
law they will thereby protect their 
children and themselves from possible 
future trouble. 


Harry Cavassa, proprietor of the 
Peninsula Drug Company, will be the 
new school trustee of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, he having received the appoint¬ 
ment to take the place of the late J.

The appointment of Mr. Cavassa to 
the school board of South San Fran¬ 
cisco came as somewhat of a surprise 
to the residents of South San Fran¬ 
cisco. Two petitions had been circu¬ 
lated in town, one asking that City 
Attorney J. W. Coleberd be given the 
appointment, and another that it go to 
E. H. Lewis, proprietor of the Service 
Garage. According to the statement 
of Mr. Cloud, he had made the appoint¬ 
ment before either petition reached 
him. This would mean that it had 
been made within a couple of days 
after Mr. Dowd’s death. 

The office of city recorder, made 
vacant by the death of Mr. Dowd, has 
not yet been filled. The appointment 
to this position is in the hands of the 
city trustees. It is reported that it 
will be made at the meeting of the 
trustees Monday night. So far nobody 
has made formal application for the 
position, but it is reported that at 
least two or three would consider 
taking it if it were offered to them. 
One of these is City Clerk Daniel Mc- 
Sweeney. Mr. McSweeney has many 
friends in town, as was proven at the 
last municipal election, when he se¬ 
cured the city clerk’s position by a 
substantial majority. 

Another man whom it is possible 
may get the appointment is Justice of 
the Peace W. J. Smith. The offices of 
justice of the peace and city recorder 
may be held by the same personr, as 
is now being done in at least one 
place in the county. Judge Smith has 
held his present position in a very 
satisfactory manner, is an old resident 
of South San Francisco, and has hosts 
of friends throughout the county. 

A third who has made no effort to 
secure the appointment but, it is 
understood, may take the place if it 
is offered to him, is E. E. Cunning¬ 
ham. “Judge” Cunningham, as he is 
known to every man, woman and child 
in this region, because of his many 
years of service as justice of the 
peace, is a man in whom everybody 
who knows him has the greatest con¬ 
fidence. His honesty and uprightness 
has never been questioned, and if he 
is appointed every resident of the 
town will feel confident of his con¬ 
ducting the office honestly and fairly. 
One or two others have been men¬ 
tioned as possible candidates, but each 
has declined to take it even if it is 
offered to him.

In Computing Interest on savings accounts, we 
have adopted the method used by the Associated 
Savings Banks of San Francisco. 


The Rules. 

For the purpose of computing interest, the year 
is divided into four calendar quarters—January 1 to 
March 31, April 1 to June 30, July 1 to September 30, 
and October 1 to December 31. On deposits made 
during the first ten days of each quarter, interest is 
allowed from the lirst day of the quarter. Deposits 
made after the temh day of each quarter must wait 
until the first of the next quarter before drawing 
interest. On deposits withdrawn, interest is for¬ 
feited for the quarter during which they arte with¬ 
drawn. 

Interest is payable semi-annually on July 1 ,and 
January 1. Where an account is closed before 
dividend date, no interest is allowed for the period 
since January 1 or July 1 last preceding. 

Withdrawals are charged lirst against most recent 
deposits and, when these have been exhausted, then 
against the interest-bearing balance on hand at the 
first of tlie quarter. This is known as the quarterly 
method because interest accrues quarterly, though 
payable semi-annually. It is also known as the 
Eastern method, because with slight modification it 
is generally used by tlie Eastern savings banks.

For dark colors it is 
well to tint the starch; for example, 
tea may be used for blacks, browns, 
and greens, and bluing for blues, and 
the specially prepared “mourning" 
starch for blacks. Colored clotljes 
should be dried in the shade and 
should not be allowed to freeze. They 
should be ironed on the wrong side.*

WATERPROOFING SHOES, 


NEW PROCESS MAKES SYRCP 

OF MORE UN I FORM QUALITY 


A new method for clarifying sugar- 
; cane juice in the manufacture of 
syrup, worked out by specialists of 
the United States Department of Agri¬ 
culture, promises to bring upon *tlie 
market a better appearing and more 
delicately flavored syrup than it has 
hitherto been possible to produce uni¬ 
formly by the older methods of clari¬ 
fication. The new process is simple, 
and more economical than either the 
open-kettle or skimming method, or 
the procedure involving the use of 
fumes of sulphur and milk of lime. 

It consists in heating the juice to a 
temperature just below boiling, mix¬ 
ing with it a small quantity of in¬ 
fusorial earth, which may be bought 
at drug stores and supply houses, and 
pumping the mixture of juice and 
earth through a filter press. This 
takes from the juice a large part of 
the impurities that tend to make the. 
syrup cloudy and to spoil its flavor. 
No skimming is necessary while the 
juice is being boiled down. 

The resulting syrup has the natural 
flavor of the cane, since the earth 
added in filtration is inert, serving 
only to make a filter-press cake for 
catching the dregs and other impuri¬ 
ties, and imparting no undesirable 
flavor to the finished syrup.

gum (gum thus). 

Formula 4: 12 ounces tallow and 4 

ounces cod oil. •

COLOR SHOULD BE WELL SET 
IN FABRICS BEFORE WASHING 


Manufacturers endeavor to set the 
color of the dyes in their fabrics, but 
are not always able to fix them per¬ 
manently. Special treatment before 
washing will sometimes help. Various 
chemicals may be used, but some of 
them are poisonous and for that rea¬ 
son undesirable. Common salt is ef¬ 
fective for setting most dyes, but is 
not likely to have a permanent effect, 
and tiie process may need to be re¬ 
peated whenever the garment is 
laundered. No special rule can be 
given as to the amount of salt to use; 
about one cup of salt to two gallons 
of water is a good proportion to try, 
and more salt may be added until the 
color stops “bleeding.” The color Is 
more likely to be set if the material 
can be left In the salt water over¬ 
night rather than for a shorter time, 
and It 11 can be dried before washing. 
Sometimes salt Is put in the flnul 
rinsing water in laundering colored 
goods. Soap Is less effective In water 
to which salt has been added

100 Per Cent Relief. 

“The aim of the organization Is 100 
per cent relief, the relief which puts 
those aided on a self-supporting basis, 
which Instills In them a confidence for 
the future, places In their hands the 
means with which to begin life anew, 
and In their hearts the courage to go 
on. Work, that Is the prescription 
subscribed and provided by those leyal 
men and women who have Journeyed 
Into perilous places for the sake of 
their fellow men; to make these peo¬ 
ple Independent for the future, to en¬ 
courage the flickering fire of national 
pride. 

“There ere 82,291 workers employed 
In the Industrial establishments of the 
Near East Relief, where wool Is fur¬ 
nished for the women to spin and 
weave, and all the girls who are strong 
enough are washing wool, sewing beds, 
grinding and sifting wheat, tailoring 
and learning to make lace. The big 
problem is to make these women Inde 
pendent. 

“About BOO American men and wo¬ 
men, Near East Relief workers, are 
now in the field, Including 80 eminent 
physicians and surgeons, 70 nurses, 7 
mechanics, 15 Industrial experts, 10 
agriculturists, 14 bacteriologists, 197 
relief workers, 25 supply and trans¬ 
port workers, 19 teachers, 20 admlnls- 
I®tors, 34 secretaries, 7 engineers and 
45 army officers. 

Where Money Geee. 

“Funds for relief purposes are dis¬ 
tributed in two ways: First, the vari¬ 
ous relief centers are authorized by 
tlie Executive Committee to draw sight 
drafts on New York for specific 
umounts each month; second, by sup¬ 
plies purchased in America, the m^ijor 
portion of which are shipped to the 
committee warehouses at Derindje 
and the remainder either to Beyrouth 
or Batoum. 

“The relief Is rapidly expanding and 
meeting the situation, but the future 
depends on the continuation of Ameri¬ 
can support.” 

According to Mr. Hemphill, the need 
for American help to see the destitute 
peoples of the Near East through the 
crisis of present conditions is greater 
now than ever before on account of the 
uncertainty as to the future, the trucu 
lence of the Turkish government and 
the danger of bolshevism from Russia, 
which threatens to engulf the whole ®1 
Armenia.
